ELG; 


PEACHES — 16 to 25 feet apart each way 
STANDARD APPLES — 20 to 25 ft. each way 
STANDARD PEARS — 25 feet apart each way 
PLUMS — 18 feet apart each way 


PECANS and ENGLISH WALNUTS — 
40 feet apart each way 


GRAPE VINES — 8 feet apart each way 
FIGS — 12 feet apart each way 
STRAWBERRIES — Rows 4 ft., 18” in rows 


BLACKBERRIES and DEWBERRIES — 
Rows 10 feet apart, 3 feet in row 


ROSES 


Roses may he placed as floes as 18 inches in 
rows 3% feet apart or if planted in beds they 
may be as close at 2% feet each way. 


Unwrap the plants as soon as you receive them 
and soak the roots in water 1 or 2 hours, then 
nap them unless you can at them at once 


PLANTING. — Dig holes 16 by 16-inches aides 
Stand the bushes in water while you are plant- 
ing. Cut off all broken or damaged roots or 
branches,fill the hole a little at a time, packing 
the dirt firmly about the roots. Use plenty 
of water 


FERTILIZER — Soils vary. Consult your ag- 
ricultural agent or fertilizer dealer on what 
type to use
